TELEGRAPHIC. 
Yesterday the Supreme Court called 
on President Hayes. 
All the members of the Cabinet 
have been sworn in except Thompson. 


The leading journal of Charleston, 
S. C., says: “The tidings from Wash- 
ington will send a thrill of joy and 
hope through the whole South. It is 
almost too good to be true that, after 
sixteen long years of tumult and suf- 
fering, South Carolina and Louisiana 
will once more take their rightful po- 
sition as sovereign States of the Amer- 
ican Union, and be the peers political- 
ly of Maine and Massachusetts. 

The Herald’s leading editorial hopes 
the Southern question will soon be 
ended, but hopes it will be accom- 
plished without any bargain, whereby 
men are forced upon the South whom 
it does not want, like Packard, Kel- 
logg, Chamberlain, etc. 

Senator Edmund’s health is reported 
as very bad. He was to start for Flor- 
ida to-day. 

The World's Washington special 
says: It is again asserted in Republi- 
can circles to-night (12th) that Cham- 
berlain is to resign the Governorship 
and be provided forelsewhere. If this 
is true, it will solve the South Carolina 
difficulty. 

Garfield will not run for U. S. Sen- 
ator. Hayes wants him in the House. 
This clears the way for Taft who will 
probably be elected. Stanley Mat- 
thews has fine chances of beating Ban- 
ning in the first district. 


Hayes intends making some changes 
among the Federal officers of Louis- 
iana. A number holding responsible 
and high positions are negroes who 
can neither read nor write. 


The Senate will probably adjourn 
this week. The most important ap- 
pointments will be the successor of 
Judge Davis and some Foreign Minis- 
ters. 

The terms of Postmaster James and 
Surveyor of the Port, Sharp, of New 
York, will soon expire, but probably 
both will be renominated. 

It is reported that Simon Cameron, 
the aged but influential Pennsylvania 
Senator, has resigned his seat. Secre- 
tary of War, John D. Cameron is 
spoken of as his probable successor.

Our readers will 
remember that before a decision was 
reached we advised that the bets be 
drawn. We did this because we fore- 
saw that the proposed settlement 
would prove unsatisfactory to one 
party or the other. And now that our 
opinion is asked for, we realize that a 
delicate task has been laid before, us. 
Still, in pursuance of our usual policy, 
having an opinion, we shall express it, 
and hope it may be taken in proper 
form. | 

If your bet was made as to the next 
President between Hayes and Tilden, 
the former has certainly won. The 
Electoral Commission could never 
have been constituted without the ap- 
proval of the House of Representa- 
tives. The Electoral Commission were 
vested with full powers, and their 
action has been endorsed. If, as we 
have said, the bets were uncondition- 
ally between Hayes and Tilden, Hayes’ 
peaceful inauguration has won the 
money. If they were in any manner 
conditioned upon the manner of count- 
ing the vote, of course the stakeholder 
can decide. We are dealing with the 
money side, and not taking count of a 
satisfactory settlement, for the latter 
is scarcely possible—e. g.: A’s horse 
would win if his jockey would allow 
him, but B will demand his money 
unless A make the foul driving appar- 
ent to the Judges. The Electoral 
Commission was appointed by A as 
the Judge of his cause. That body 
has decided and been endorsed. Then 
A must lose his money or prove that 
the decision was radically wrong— 
which proof was attempted and failed. 
We are aware that such a decision 
must prove unsatisfactory to one side, 
yet there is certainly no other legal 
view to take. Citizens should try and 
make their settlements satisfactory, 
and stakeholders should of course con- 
sult the feelings of all concerned. The 
above is only a personal and disinter 
ested opinion, and only deals with the 
actual result as proclaimed and 


acknowledged. Our only interest in 
this matter points to an amicable set- 
tlement, and we wish very much that 
all the bets had been drawn according 
to our advice.
